ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

Persons  wishing  to  be  admitted  as  in-patients  should 
first  apply  at  the  Hospital  Clinic,  at  twelve  o'clock  noon, 
on  Monday,  Wednesday,  or  Friday  for  nervous  diseases; 
or  I'uesday,  Thursday,  or  Saturday  for  deformities,  &c. 
They  will  be  then  examined  by  the  attending  physician  or 
surgeon,  who  will  refer  them  to  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Hospital  for  admission. 

Applicants  from  a  distance  must  forward  with  their 
application  a  statement  as  to  the  nature  and  probable  dura- 
tion of  their  disease,  prepared  by  a  reputable  physician. 

The  Endowm(mt  Fund  and  the  support  received  from 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  from  contributors  are,  as 
yet,  insufficient  in  amount  to  enable  the  Managers  to 
maintain  all  the  beds  free. 

Information  as  to  the  charges  for  private  rooms,  and 
all  other  particulars,  can  be  obtained  by  applying  in  writing 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  Orthopsedic  Hospital  and 
Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases,  corner  Seventeenth  and 
Summer  Streets,  Philadelphia.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


To  the  Contributors: 

The  statistics  of  the  year  in  connection  ^Yith  the  reports 
of  the  medical  and  surgical  staffs  render  the  work  so  easdy 
understood  as  to  dispense  Avith  any  general  summary  on 

the  part  of  the  Board.  .        r  ' 

The  Treasurer's  report,  however,  is  deserving  of  most 
serious  consideration.    In  round  numbers  it  cost  $40,000 
to  maintain  the  Institution  during  the  past  year,  ihe 
close  of  the  vear  finds  us  with  an  accumulated  ,dehcit 
amounting  in  round  numbers  to  $3000.    While  we  appre- 
ciate the  advantages  of  a  debit  balance  in  enlistmg  the  m- 
terest  of  the  charitably  disposed,  and   stimulating  such 
vigorous  action  as  a  plethoric  purse  is  apt  to  discourage, 
the  time  would  now  seem  to  be  ripe,  in  this  Hospital  s 
career,  for  just  such  action.    And  the  Board,  therefore 
would  earnestlv  urge  upon  aU  whose  hearts  ai-e  disposed 
to  charity  to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the  Hospital  m 
meeting  the  deficiency.    Certainly,  the  benefits  derived 
from  the  work  are  immeasurably  greater  than  the  cost  ot 
maintenance.    A  glance  at  the   statistics  accompanying 
this  report  will  reveal  what  an  army  of  individuals  have 
been  restored  to  health  or  materially  benefited  by  re- 
course to  the  Institution.    The  medical  staff  have  pointed 
out  in  their  report  what  in  their  opinion  is  needed  m  point 
of  permanent  improvements.    We  wish  the  Board  could 
see  their  wav  to  carrying  out  their  wishes.    Perhaps  the 
range  of  vision  of  some  generous  contributor  is  larger 
than  that  of  the  management. 

Durine  the  year  we  lost,  by  resignation,  the  services  ot 
our  Superintendent.  Miss  Mary  Behe  Swain.  During  a 
long  period  of  years  she  has  served  the  Hospital  faithfully 
and%vell,  and  has  contributed  much  to  its  efficiency.  The 
best  wishes  of  the  management  follow  her  in  her  new 
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sphere  of  life.  Miss  Margaret  S.  Wilson  was  elected  to 
nil  the  vacancy. 

nf  M  '  unv'^  ^'"S  "'"^^  *°  acknowledge  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Wi  ham  E.  Garrett,  Jr.,  whose  contribution  of  One 
housand  dollars  ($1000)  to  the  general  fund,  proved  most 
timely  and  acceptable.  Messrs.  Arthur  Brock  and  Eckley 
E.  Cox  likewise  won  the  gratitude  of  the  management 
by  their  contributions  of  $200  each,  the  latter  for  fhe  en- 
dowment of  a  free  bed  for  a  year. 

The  efforts  of  the  lady  visitors  in  contributing  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patients  have  been  in  no  way  related  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  many  tedious  and  suffering  hours  have 
been  relieved  by  their  tender  ministrations.

REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  STAFF. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Orthopcedic  Hospital  and 
Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases : 

Gentlemen  : — The  work  done  in  the  Orthopcedic  De- 
partment during  the  past  year  compares  very  favorably 
with  that  done  heretofore.  There  has  been  a  gratifying 
increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  applying  for  treat- 
ment, there  having  been  323  as  compared  with  282  for  the 
previous  year,  an  increase  of  about  fourteen  per  cent. 
While  this  number  is  comparatively  small,  it  is  relatively 
large  in  view  of  the  very  limited  facilities  placed  at  the  dis- 
posal of  the  surgical  staff  for  the  treatment  of  the  more 
serious  cases. 

Orthopaedic  surgery  is  essentially  the  surgery  of  the 
children  of  the  poor,  and  when  it  is  remembered  that  there 
are  only  eighteen  beds  in  the  two  wards  for  both  the  sur- 
gical and  nervous  patients,  it  is  obvious  that  Avithout 
largely  increased  accommodations  for  those  unable  to  pay, 
the  number  of  children  under  treatment  must  be  small. 
The  fact  that  there  is  always  a  large  waiting  list  is  a  de- 
cided detriment  and  drawback  to  the  efficiency  of  the  ser- 
vice. Acute  cases  which  require  immediate  hospital  treat- 
ment are  not  infrequently  compelled  to  seek  relief  in  other 
institutions.  This  cannot  but  react  on  the  clinics,  and 
tends  to  retard  their  growth  as  well  as  to  impair  the  rep- 
utation of  the  Hospital.  We  feel  that  further  advance- 
ment is  only  to  be  achieved  by  providing  increased  accom- 
modations for  the  serious  cases  which  form  a  considerable 
proportion  of  those  applying  to  the  Hospital  for  treatment. 

In  view  also  of  the  fact  that  so  many  of  these  children 
are  afflicted  with  tubercular  bone,  and  joint  disease,  re- 
quiring many  months  of  most  careful  treatment  in  the 
wards  of  a  Hospital,  we  would  urge  most  strongly  that  an 
increased  number  of  beds  for  children  be  provided. 
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During-  the  year  a  number  of  new  appliances  have 
been  added  to  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital.  The  fol- 
lowing, costing-  in  the  aggregate  nearly  five  hundred 
dollars,  were  donated  by  a  friend  of  the  Hospital  through 
Dr.  William  J.  Taylor: — 

A  new  X-ray  plant  complete. 

Electrical  fittings  for  hot-air  aparatus. 

Photographic  materials  and  apparatus. 

Screens  for  the  clinic  and  ward. 

Apparatus  for  measuring  curvatures  of  the  spine. 

Irrigators  for  operating  room. 

Two  rolling  chairs. 

A  set  of  urethral  instruments. 

Two  dressing  tables  for  wards. 

Two  large  dining  tables  for  children's  wards. 

A  registry  book. 

In  addition  there  was  donated  by  Drs.  John  K.  Mitchell 
and  William  J.  Taylor  a  new  dynamo  for  supplying  cur- 
rent to  the  X-ray  and  hot-air  apparatuses  and  for  other 
purposes.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  STAFF. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Orthopccdic  Hospital  and 
Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases: 

Gentlemen  : — The  records  of  the  Nervous  Department 
of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  1899  show  an  increase  in  the  . 
amount  of  work  accompHshecI,  310  cases  being  treated  in 
the  wards  and  private  rooms,  and  the  unusuaUy  large  num- 
ber of  3130  vi'sits  being  paid  to  the  Nervous  Clinics,  a 
daily  average  of  over  twenty  visits  to  each  clinic,  as  against 
an  average  of  18.5  in  1896,  18.8  in  1897,  and  17.3  in  1898; 
674  of  the  3130  visits  paid  were  by  new  cases.  Many  of 
the  medical  cases  admitted  into  the  Hospital  were  of  seri- 
ous nature,  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  there  were  eight 
deaths,  accentuating  the  need  for  a  mortuary  room. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  always  on  the  "waiting- 
list"  a  number  of  applicants  for  low-priced  rooms,  for  both 
medical  and  surgical  cases,  it  is  respectfully  recommended 
that  the  portion  of  the  building  known  as  the  Annex  be 
torn  down  and  that  a  larger  building  be  erected  on  its  site 
which  would  give  the  much  needed  additional  private 
rooms. 

As  the  noise  and  jarring  of  the  building  caused  by  the 
machinery  in  the  basement  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance 
not  only  to  the  patients  but  also  to  the  physicians  while  en- 
gaged in  the  Clinic,  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers is  respectfully  called  to  the  advisability  of  erecting 
a  separate  building  in  the  yard  which  would  not  only  allow 
of  the  removal  of  the  machinery  from  the  main  building, 
but  would  solve  the  serious  problem  frequently  alluded  to 
in  these  annual  reports,  of  providing  a  suitable  place  for 
a  mortuary  room  and  possibly  also  for  an  isolation  room 
for  contagious  diseases  as  well  as  for  violent  or  noisy  cases. 
The  isolation  room  is  in  fact  a  necessity,  as  cases  of  con- 
tagious diseases  are  continually  appearing,  particularly  in 
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the  children's  wards,  calling  for  prompt  isolation  for  the 
protection  of  the  other  patients.  For  this  purpose  there 
are  absolutely  no  proper  facilities. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  amount  of  medical 
work,  and  in  order  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  properly 
accredited  assistants  for  substitution  both  in  the  Clinic  and 
in  the  House,  in  case  of  absence  of  members  of  the  Medical 
Staff,  three  additional  assistants  have  been  appointed  at 
the  request  of  the  staff,  viz:  Drs.  Beyer,  Eshner,  and 
Rhein,  long-time  members  of  the  Volunteer  Assistant 
Corps. 

The  School  of  Massage  has  been  doing  good  work,  and 
the  staff  has  been  considering  methods  looking  towards 
the  increase  in  the  efficiency  of  the  course  of  instruction 
and  the  general  supervision  of  those  applying.  A  plan  is 
also  being  elaborated  whereby  instruction  may  be  given 
in  Hvdrotherapy.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 


To  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Philadelphia  Orthopczdic 
■  Hospital  and  Infirmary  for  Nervous  Diseases: 

Gentlemen: — The  year  just  completed  showed  an  en- 
rollment of  two  graduate  nurses,  fifteen  pupil  nurses,  and 
three  probationers. 

One  pupil  nurse  has  been  kept  in  turn  at  St.  Timothy's 
Hospital,  where  she  receives  general  medical  and  surgical 
training. 

During  the  year  ten  nurses  were  graduated.  Fifteen 
applicants  were  admitted  on  probation,  and  of  this  num- 
ber nine  were  accepted  as  pupils  of  the  School,  one  after- 
wards resigned. 

The  nurses  are  taught  in  turn  to  give  the  baths  in  the 
Hydrotherapy  Department.  The  pupil  nurses  have  had 
a  full  course  of  lectures  and  classes,  and  with  very  satis- 
factory results.  The  instruction  in  the  application  of 
massage  and  electricity  becomes  each  year  more  thorough, 
and  therefore  a  more  important  feature  of  the  School. 

In  addition  to  instruction  given  in  the  Hospital  the 
nurses  are  sent  in  sections  to  the  Drexel  Institute,  where 
they  are  taught  invalid  cookery.  These  lessons  are  thor- 
ough, and  are  much  appreciated  by  the  nurses. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Staff,  their  assistants,  and  the  Resident  Physicians,  for  the 
weekly  lectures  given  to  the  Training  School.  These  lec- 
tures have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  n.urses.

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RULES  FOR  ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS. 

Application  may  be  made  in  person  or  by  letter  to  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Training  School,  who  will  furnish 
the  necessary  papers  for  completing  the  application. 

Candidates  must  be  between  twenty-two  and  thirty-two 
years  of  age.  They  must  be  of  sound  health,  and  should 
send  a  certificate  from  a  physician  with  their  application, 
certifying  to  the  fr.ct.  They  should  also  send  the  names 
and  addresses  of  two  responsible  persons  who  know  of 
their  good  character  and  capabilities. 

Applicants  approved  will  be  taken  for  two  months  on 
probation  as  vacancies  occur. 

Nurses  are  required,  v/hen  on  duty,  to  wear  the  dress 
prescribed  by  the  Institution,  which  is  of  pale  blue  ging- 
ham, simply  made,  white  apron  and  cap,  linen  collar  and 
oversleeves. 

The  right  is  reserved  by  the  Hospital  authorities  to  ter- 
minate at  any  time  the  connection  of  any  pupil  with  the 
School  for  inefficiency,  misconduct,  or  for  any  other  rea- 
son which  may  be  deemed  sufficient. 

Pupils  will  be  paid  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  entire 
course. 

This  sum  is  allowed  for  uniforms,  text-books,  and  other 
expenses  connected  with  the  School,  and  is  in  no  way  in- 
tended as  salary. 

Hours  of  duty  for  day  nurses  are  from  7  A.  M.  to  7.30 
P.  M.;  for  night  nurses,  from  7.30  P.  M.  to  7.30  A.  M. 

No  nurse  is  required  to  do  both  day  and  night  duty  on 
the  same  day,  except  in  emergencies. 

Each  nurse  on  day  duty  is  allowed  two  hours  after  1.30 
o'clock  P.  M.  for  rest  and  recreation;  one-half  day  after 
2  P.  M.  each  week,  and  four  hours  on  Sunday. 

Two  weeks'  vacation  is  allowed  each  year. 

Nurses  may  be  called  upon  for  four  months'  regular 
night  duty  during  the  two  years,  besides  special  cases  to 
a  limited  number. 

Nurses  when  sick  will  be  cared  for  in  the  Hospital,  but 
wages  are  stopped  and  the  time  so  lost  must  be  made  up. 
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Instruction  includes: — 

1.  Care  of  wards  and  rooms,  ventilation  and  disinfec- 
tion. 

2.  Bedmaking,  care  of  helpless  patients,  giving  baths, 
prevention  and  treatment  of  bed  sores. 

3.  External  apphcations,  poultices,  fomentations,  coun- 
ter-irritants, cups,  leeches,  &c. 

4.  Administration  of  enemata  and  the  use  of  the  female 
catheter. 

5.  Observations  of  the  pulse,  temperature,  respiration, 
secretions,  state  of  the  skin,  mental  condition,  as  to  sleep, 
appetite,  effects  of  diet,  or  of  stimulants  and  medicines. 

6.  Surgical  nursing,  aseptic  and  antiseptic  surgery, 
technique  of  operating  room,  preparation  of  surgical 
dressings,  use  and  care  of  various  appliances,  preparation 
of  patient  for  operation,  duties  of  a  nurse  during  opera- 
tion, after  care  of  patient. 

7.  Bandaging  and  use  of  splints. 

8.  Care  of  nervous  patients,  methods  of  rest  cure. 

9.  Principles  of  massage  and  Swedish  movements,  with 
practical  exercises,  application  of  electricity. 

10.  Chemistry  of  food,  invalid  cooking. 

11.  Administration  of  baths  in  the  Hydrotherapy  De- 
partment. 

Lectures  and  demonstrations  are  given  at  certain  times 
by  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff,  their  assistants,  and 
the  Resident  Physicians  of  the  Plospital. 

Examinations  are  conducted  by  members  of  the  Staff. 

When  the  full  term  of  two  years  is  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  diploma  is  given,  certifying  to  their  period  of 
training,  their  proficiency,  and  their  moral  character. 

This  Training  School  offers  special  advantages  to  edu- 
cated women  who  are  fitted  to  the  work.  The  private 
patients  in  the  Hospital  afford  opportunities  to  nurses  in 
advanced  classes  for  special  instruction  and  individual  re- 
sponsibility, which  is  of  great  value  to  them  when  they 
first  engage  in  private  work  after  gradviation.
